FILIBUSTERING. 


PURRED 
TO ACTION. 


Congress Gets Down 
to Business. 


Democratic Filibuster Is De- 
termined, but Not 
Successful. 


Williams Rants and Roars in 
Van When Gag Rule 
Is Applied. 


Dalzell Notifies the Minority 
Henceforth They Are 
Out in Cold. |

ASHINGTON, April 3.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] 


At last the “do- 
nothing Congress,” which bade 
fair to become famous, is going to do 
something—not with the aid of the 
militant Democratic minority, but in 
spite of it. 

This became more than ever appar- 
ent today, when the Democrats, under 
the leadership of Minority Leader Wil- 
Hams, renewed their filibustering tac- 


tics, and found them even less effect- 
ive than they were yesterday. 

The gag rule was successfully ap- 
plied today to block the interruptions 
of the minority when the District of 
Columbia Law Appropriation Bill was 
taken up. In spite of last nicht’s late 
session, members of both parties were 
early upon the scene and prepared 
for the fray today. 

Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania  sue- 
ceeded Mr. Payne as the majority 
leader, and scenes of great disorder 
were provoked when he proposed to 
limit debate. He was able to carry 
his point, however, in spite of the al- 
most frenzied protests of the Demo- 
crats. 

_.MILLIAMS DIES HARD. 

Mr. Williams insisted that he could 
not be intimidated, and, In spite of 
the hopelessness of his position, put 
up a game fight throughout the day. 
The general febate, however, was lim- 
| Ited to the two hours prescribed under 
| the rule, and the members of the House 
fot away in time for dinner at their 
hotels. 

The filibuster, if it has done nothing 
else, has served the purpose of call- 
Ing attention to the time that was 
being wasted in Congress, and as a 
result there has been a general awak- 
ening of interest in legislation which 
is deemed imperative at this session. 

When Congress first convened, the 
financial situation overshadowed ev- 
erything else, but since banking con- 
ditions have got back to normal it 
has become apparent severa! 
things besides makeshift currency lec- 
islation would have to be considered. 

The tariff is one of the things that 
has been brought prominently to the 
fore by the Democratic agitation. A 
few months ago it was declared on 
all sides that nothing along this line 
would be attempted until after the 
election, but it begins to look more 
and more as though some action might 
be taken at this session. 

Even the most ardent stand-patters 
have begun to realize that something 
along this line may be necessary, and 
it is considered more than probable 
that the first attack will be directed 
toward the high duty on wood pulp. 

Another matter that will require at- 
tention is temperance legislation, 
though tn this the Senate has taken 
the lead. Pressure due to the prohibi- 
tion sentiment that has come to con- 
trol so many of the States has forced 
the Senate Judiciary Committee to 


prepare a measure which in some de- 
gree will prevent interstate original- 
package shipments from destroying 
the force of local prohibitory laws. 
DALZELL’S ULTIMATUM. 

In presenting the gag rule this morn- 
ing, Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania re- 
peated the threat of Majority Leader 
Payne, that henceforth the remainder 
of the session the Democrats would 
find themselves out in the cold. Minor- 
ity Leader Williams, full of defiance, 
announced that he was not to be in- 
timidated. He told the Republicans 
again what they could expect from his 
side of the House, and exhorted his 
Democratic colleagues to stand togeth- 
er and apply all the power of which 
the minority. was possessed in order to 
force the Republicans to action. 

For the struggle both forces have 
stripped for action, and all such im- 
pediments as private bille and minor 
legislation in general wil! be cast aside 
and trampled under foot. Five of the,

ERMANY WANTS 
US TO INTERVENE. 


REGARDS CONDITIONS IN HAYT! 
AS BARBARIC. 


Irritation Over Continued Reign 
of Misrule Calls Forth Frank 
Avowal That Uncle Sam Should 
Apply “Big Stick”"—Attitude on 
Monroe Doctrine Changed.

BERLIN. April 3.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] German irritation at the con- 
tinued reign of misrule of Hayti is 
finding expression in the frankly 
avowed wish that the United States 
would step in and apply the “big stick” 
in the interests of order. 

The complications growing out of 
the claims of Herr Reinbold, a German 
subject, against the Haytien govern- 
ment, coupled with the prospect of fur- 
ther disturbances in the near future, 
are held to make the situation intol- 
erable. 

“Conditions in Hayti are still those 
of barbarism.’ -said Dr. Theadore 
Schiemann, one of the leading authori- 
ties on international law, “and a new 
revolution is likely to occur at any 
time. Hayti is an international scan- 
dal, and the thing that would please 
us most is to have the United States, 
the power nearest the island, intervene 
and end the nuisance.” 

It is sagnificant of a recent chaige 
in the German attitude on the Monroe 
doctrine that similar Views are en- 
tertained by some of the stanchest 
supporters of the imperial govern- 
ment's foreign policy, who say that 
American intervention in Hayt! would 
earn the gratitude of all Furope.

Wants fo Know Our

Fisher Has Refused to Rec- 
ognize the Czar’s Au- 


‘Accredited to China He Has 
Consistently U pheld Her 
Claims.

T. PETERSBURG, April 3.—Rus- 

sia and several other powers are 

awaiting with extreme interest the 
announcement of the attitude of the 
State Department at Washington re- 
garding the Fisher incident, as this 
issue affects not only the administra- 
tion of Harbin and Chairlir, both Rus- 
sian, but the entire question of the 
sovereignty of North China and South 
Manchuria. 

Fred D. Fisher, American Consul at 
Harbin. has consistently refused to 
recognize or admit that he should have 
anything to do with the Russian ad- 
ministration of the territory, on the 
ground that he was accredited solely 
to China. 

Wurthermore, he has supported the 
protests of China against the estab- 
Nshment by Russia of municipalities 
in the railroad zene at Harbin and 
“hairlir, independent of the Chinese 
government, and his attitude in this 
matter prompted Russia to seek an ex- 
planation of his course at Washington. 

Tt was learned here today that the 
German Consul at Harbin hac sided 
with Mr. Fisher againet the demands 
of the Russians, which involved the 
signing by foreign and Chinese resi- 
dents of a paper agreeing to obey the 
ordinances of the Harbin municipal 
council to pay’ taxes. 

This council is composed of six mem- 
bers, three nominated and three elect- 
-d to office. The president of the coun- 
cil is named by the railroad, and tin 
this manner Russian control is as- 
sured. The French Consul at Harbin 
acquiesced in the Russian demand. 

It is believed here that the real rea- 
sons behind the protest of China and 
the support given chis protest by the 
American and German consuls is to 
be found less in objection to a change 
in the form of the Russian adminis- 
tration of Harbin than in the appre- 
hension aroused by the aggressive and 
far-reaching policy of Japan in Souce 
ern Manchuria. 

It is reported here that China is re- 
ep nsil-le for the uniting ofthe poll- 
eles of Russia and Japan in Manchy- 
ria. When Russia, after the close of 
‘he war with Japan, attempted to re- 
sume normal relations with China, she 
encountered an attitude of heast7ity and 
distrust, and finally decidefl that ber 
Menchurian interests would be best 
protected by a Working agreement 
with Japan,

ARNEGIE GIVES 
MILLIONS MORE. 


ADDS TO FOUNDATION FOR PEN- 
SIONING EDUCATORS. 


Willing to Donate $5,000,000 or Any 
Sum Necessary to Admit State Uni- 
versity Professors to Benefits of 
Fund—So Requested by National 
Association.

NEW YORK, April 3.—Announcement 
was made tonight that Andrew Car- 
negie would add $5,000,000 to the fund 
of the Carnegie Foundation, or what- 
ever sum might be necessary to in- 
clude as pension beneficiaries eligible 
professors of State universities. 

No provision was made for this clase 
of educators in the original gift, but it 
was stated by Mr. Carnegie at the 
time, that th edonor thought it pos- 
sible that such institutions might pre- 
fer that their relations should con- 
tinue exclusively with the State from 
which their chief support was derived. 

This view was not taken by the Na- 
tional Association of State Universi- 
ties, which, in the year following the 
establishment of the foundation, pe- 
titioned the trustees for admittance to 
the benefits of the retiring allowance 
system. It was then found that the 
earnings of the origina! fund of $10,000, - 
000 were exhausted through the outlay 
already planned, and that if the fac- 
ulties of all State universities—were to 
he benefited an additional $5,000,000 
would be required. The situation was 
placed formally before Mr, Carnegie 
by Dr. Henry 8. Pritchett, president 
of the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching, on March 
%1 last, and on that same day Mr. Car- 
negie replied that the money would be 
forthcoming for any State institution

THOMAS F. RYAN EXPLAINS 
THAT $500,000 GIFT. 


Five Capitalists of Metropolitan 
Street Railway Drew Their Checks 
for $100,000 Each in 1900 and the 
Corporation Paid Them Back With 
interest Two Years Later.

Dispatch.] The special grand jury in- 
| vestigating the affairs of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company, in a 
presentment which it ‘will file with Jus- 
tice Dowling in the criminal branch 
of the Supreme Court in about two 
weeks, will embody an explanation 
by Thomas F. Ryan of the $700,000 
paid to Mr. Ryan, W. C. Whitney, 
Thomas Dolan, Peter A. B. Widener 
and William L. Elkins, the latter three 
of Philadelphia, by Anthony N. Brady 
out of the $900,000 paid by the Metro- 
politan Securities Company for the 
franchise of the Wall and Cortlandt 
Streets Ferries Railway Company. 
Mr. Ryan was a witness before the 
special grand jury and the explanation 
formed the chief part of his testimony, 
it is said. 

According to this, early in 1900, the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
was on the lookout for a storage bat- 
tery for use on surface street car 
lines In this city, and George J. Huhn 
& Sons of Philadelphia, brokers, were 
handling the matter. This was the 
year of the second McKinley campaign. 
The five capitalists above mentioned 
wanted to make a big contribution to 
the campaign fund, for which party 
is not known, and concluded to do 
it through Huhn & Sons. 

Accordingly, each drew his check 
for $100,000, payable to Huhn & Sons. 
The checks were then turned over to 
the Philadelphia firm with the under- 
standing that the Huhns were to pass 
the checks along to political managers 
of the party designated. 

It was also understood, according to 
Ryan's explanation, that Ryan, Wnhit- 
ney, Dolan, Widener and Elkins were 
to be reimbursed for their contribu- 
tions, with 5 per cent. interest, by 
the Metropolitan Street Rallway Com- 
pany. 

It was two years after the contribu- 
tion was made, according to Mr. Ryan, 
before an opportunity was afforded 
to repay Mr. Ryan and his associates 
the sums they advanced. Then came 
the opportunity to purchase the Wall 
and Cortlandt Streets company. In 
making the payment to Anthony 
Brady, by the simple method of adding 
five times $100,000 with interest thereon 
at 5 per cent. for a little over two 
years, Ryan, Elkins, Widener, Dolan 
and Whitney were handed back their 
campaign«contributions made in 1900. 
The amount each received, according 
to Ryan's explanation, was $111,000. 

In its presentment the special grand 
jury will also set forth that since 1900 
at least two big contributions for cam- 
paign purposes were made from the 
funds of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company, one a contribution of 
$67,000 and the other of $30,000. There 
is nothing on the books of the com- 
pany to show to what party the money 
was given, but there is evidence, it 
is said, to show that the amounts were 
charged up to “maintenance” and 
“construction.”

Dr. Spining won bis audience by his 
impersonation of President Roosevelt 
in reporting an interview which he 
had with the nation’s Chief Executive. 
After speaking of the help he had re- 
ceived from the President, he closed 
with Roosevelt's stirring words. “This 
is not politics, it is righteousness: and

Authorities Digging Into His 
Latest Operations. 


It's positively disheartening to a 
genius like our old acquaintance 
‘Doc” W. 8S. Phillips of “Narcissus” 


j}and “North Goldfield” fame, to bump 


into such complications as have come 
up over his latest promotion scheme, 
through which,. with $250 in bank, he 


essayed to swing a deal for the acquisi- 


tion of a $240,000 tract of land near 
Los Angeles. 

When @ man can take a few acres 
of jack-rabbit range in the Antelope 
Valley and build a town such as Nar- 
cissus is on paper, and sell lots in it, 
what couldn't he do with a nice fer- 
tile garden just outside the 5-cent car 
limit? 

That $250 of genuine coin in the 
bank was just a nest egg. but it was 
a good deal like those the golden goose 
used to lay, for it is said to have 
hatched out something like $20,000 in 
checks that bore the signatures of our 
genius. 

After his glittering successes with 
Narcissus and North Goldfield, through 
which he built up a stunning reputa- 
tion, “Doc’” conceived the idea of get- 
ting a choice bit of property right close 
home and building some more towns. 
He began selling lots before he got 
title. More complications. 

HIS LATEST SCHEME. 

Robert Marsh & Co. own the Monte- 
bello Heights tract of approximately 
1600 acres, located about six miles from 
Los Angeles. Phillips went to Dan Mil- 
ler, who is connected with the Marsh 
company, and inquired the price. He 
was told the entire property could be 
bought for $240,000. He agreed to take 
it.

He also agreed to give Miller $1000 
for his services, to be retained by the 
latter even if the deal was net con- 
summated.

Phillips then borrowed $1000 from his 
partner, A. 8. Maynard, who had been 
associated with him in some of his 
schemes. Maynard recently married a 
wealthy widow of advanced age. The 
lender stipulated that the loan should 
be returned within three days.

ESKIL’S TIME 
NOT YET COME. 


MISSES EXECUTION AT ALMOST 
THE LAST MINUTE. 


Murderer of Policeman Lyons Es- 
capes Gallows for a Time Through 
Action by His Attorney in Filing 
Appeal and Petition to Governor for 
Commutation of Sentence. 


Danieh F. Meskil, murderer of Po- 
Heeman Patrick H. Lyons, at Central 
avenue and Fourteenth street, 
November, was not hanged yesterday, 
the late for his execution in the sen- 
tence pronounced upon him by Judge 
Smith on January 11 last. 

At the last moment Attorney 8S. M. 
Smyser, who was appointed by the 
court to defend Meskil, interposed an 


appeal to the Supreme Court, and 
this act®d as ai stay of exe- 
eution in the case and prolongs the 


murderer's life for some time. Attor- 
ney Smyser vesterday received ac- 
knowledgment from the Warden of 
San Quentin prison of the receipt of 
the notice of the appeal. 

It was a surprise to the county of- 
ficers outside the office of the District 
Attorney to hear that a direct appeal 
and petition has been forwarded to 
Gov. Gillett for a commutation of the 
death sentence of Meskil to life tm- 
prisonment. It is asserted that. al- 
though his relatives in Lincoln, Neb.,. 
did not take much interest in Mes- 
kil when he was on trial for his life 
before Judge Smith, since his sentence 
to death they have done what they 
could to save him from the gallows.

Billy Dunn Tells Us How to 


Get a Pass. 


Cringing in the witness chair, as 
though to evade the sting of Earl 
Rogers's sarcasm, his thin, haggard, 
white face like the face of one near 
death, muttering his answers in a 
faint voice, hardly audible a dozen 
feet away—this was Clyde M. Sage, 
the former Deputy Coroner, upon 
whom Dr. Lanterman’s lawyers are 
trying to pile all the sins of the cele- 
brated “Coroner's scandal.”

Dunn was brought into court to 
prove that Lanterman had received a 
pass over the Pacific Electric lines, 
the accusation being that he rode on 
a pass and then charged transporta- 
tion to the county. 

“Well,” said Billy, meditatively, “I 
believe the doctor came to my office 
one day.” 

“And what occurred?” asked Deputy 
District Attorney Paul McCormack, 
who represents the prosecution. 

“Why, we discussed——”" 

He paused, and looked down at J.

HOW PASSES PASS. 

“What was the consideration?” 

“Oh, nothing,” said Dunn, airily. “I 
kept some transportation books in a 
desk drawer, and when some of my 
friends came in, why, I passed them 
out.” 

“And Dr. Lanterman-——”" began Mc- 
Cormack, suggestively. 

“Just like any of my other friends.” 

Following Fred Williams, who was 
a clerk in the effice of Corener Lanter- 
man, and is now a deputy under Cor- 
oner Hartwell, the Attorney”

| One of the things that has helped to 
‘make Rogers's reputation as a criminal 
lawyer is his mastery of the art of 
conveying certain impressions without 
words. He can ask a witness the time 
of day in such a way as to make the 
jury believe the witness has burned 
down his house for the insurance, shot 
a hole in the town clock and generally 
undermined the institutions of the 
country. 

Rogers looked at Sage—cringing in 
his chair—a full half minute witn a 
sort of scornful pity before he asked 
him a question; then he said, ‘What's 
your occupation?” 

“Why—why, nothing just now,” said 
Sage miserably. 

“Who wrote this claim?” he said 
suddenly, handing up the claim al- 
leged to have been presented by Dr. 
Lanterman. 

“Mr. Williams,” said the witness 
faintly. 

“Didn't you?’ demanded Rogers. 

Sage denied it. Rogers looked appalled 
at the denial—shocked! 

Rogers continued for some time an 
effort to show that the claims Dr.

ATSON, BRYAN, THE “POPS,” THE 
FIGHT. ‘ 

What difference is there between Bryan and 
Tom Watson, whom the Populists have nominated 
for President of the United States? A microscopic 
examination, a quantitative and qualitative chemical 
analysis and a Philadelphia lawyer, all working to-* 
gether, could not discern the least fundamental 
difference. 

But the fanatical Pops set themselves up as your 
only sticklers for principle. All other political or- 
ganizations are time-servers and sail-trimmers in- 
tent on office at any cost, they say. So the St. 
Louis convention would not let the “Boy Orator 
of the Platte” take it captive. As for this Lincoln 
orator, he always makes political hay while the 
sun shines, and would let no small thing like prin- 
ciple obstruct his way toward that long-coveted 
seat in the White House. He would run on any 
ticket or platform. 

But though Watson was nominated at St. Louis: 
many Populists will vote for Mr. Bryan. Repub- 
licans thérefore may congratulate themselves that 
Watson won and there will be a split in the Popu- 
list vote. 

Besides Watson, there will be a socialist ticket 
in the field as well as a Prohibition ticket. Both 
propagandas have been spreading at a great rate 
during the last four years. It will be hard to tell 
how large the vote they will cast. The extreme 
labor vote may go in any direction according to 
the way the leaders decide to punish one candi- 
date or another. 

It is of the utmost importance that loyal Re- 
publicans should recognize these facts. The cam- 
paign is not to be the walk-over of four years ago. 
To make party success sure the party must come 
together. It is split, not over vital matters, but 
over temporary details of no material importance. 
There is one plain duty at the feet of every real 
Republican: That duty is to ignore all problems 
but the ome great one, to elect W. H. Taft Presi- 
dent and to keep the control of Congress in order 
that tariff and other important legislation may be 
carried out for the best good of all the people. 

There is much abuse just now of those who are 
honestly stand-patters on the tariff. They are cer- 
tainly setting a good example to the whole party. 
They are willing to leave this matter to the ma- 
jority in the party, to cease struggling for what 
they think would be the better course in order to 
lead to harmony of action. If the convention pro- 
nounees for revision—Republican. revision, of 
course—protectionist revision—the stand-patters 
will fight just as hard as ever for party success in 
order that if the revision must come the work shall 
be done by friends of the principle of protection. 


E SEER’S MESSAGE. 

There was of old a seer in Isracl who was 
not of a cheerful disposition. The times were out 
of joint and his visions were blue. He sent his 
shorthand reporter, one “Baruch, the scribe,” to 
deliver the Lord’s message to the King. It bore 
down heavily on “dignitaries.” The King and his 
courtiers were outraged that any seer should so 
speak, and the King took out his penknife, or 
whatever corresponded to it in a time when pens 
were unknown, cut the message in small pieces and 
threw it into the fire on the hearth. The indigna- 
tion of his Majesty was so hot that it destroyed 
his reason. Why cut the “roll of the prophecy” 
and then burn it? 

The Israel of today has its prophets, too, who 
deliver to men such méssages as they may discern 
coming from the skies. The interpreters of the 
writings of ancient days, who follow new methods, 
teach us that the seers at best see through a glass 
darkly; that heavenly visions come as sunbeams 
through a mist, not because the visions are not 
clear above the clouds, but because human eyes 
in the clearest soul are human and weak. The 
blur upon the vision comes from the earthly media 
through which it reaches us. But no interpreter of 
heavenly messages ever counseled us to ignore the 
seer or his vision, to cut the “roll of his prophecy” 
with our sharp instruments of criticism or to burn 
them in the fires of our indignation. 

These things were written by those of old for 
our edification. The seers of today should 
not be obstructed in doing their duty to the world 
by telling us as faithful watchers on the walls 
“what of the night.” We are at liberty to inter- 
pret their visions in the light of such knowledge 
and wisdom as there is in us, but it is not permitted 
nor will it do any good to cut or burn the roll. 
For lo! the shorthand writer Baruch still lives 
and Jeremiah will dictate again al) that was in 
the first roll and “add thereto many like things.” 

To prophesy is not to foretel]. It is to speak 
as one having authority such heaven-sent message 
as is in him. The “roll of the prophecy” may bear 
directly on such subjects of the day as the prophet 
thinks deserve attention. This message of Jere- 
miah was on “live topics.” i 

All this has reference to an episode in the Israel 
of our time. There is at Syracuse, N. Y., a 
prophet of the Lord who has borne an excellent 
reputation. He is Chancellor Day, head of a noted 
school of the prophets in that city. He has had 
visions which, like those of Jeremiah, were not 
Dr. Day is not of the pessimists among 


roseate. 
the prophets. He is usually more like a sunny, 
hopeful Isaiah than a gloomy Jeremiah. The 


times drew out the Jeremiads and made the prophet 
morose. The times turned Dr. Day's light to 
darkness as he saw the signs in the heavens. 

Then came certain brother watchers on the walls 
of Zion and with much vociferation asked that 
Dr. Day be put to silence, saying that there were 
no signs in the heavens foreboding ill to Israel, 
and that the man on the walls at Syracuse saw 
phantoms and was “speaking evil of dignities.” 
This last phrase is wholly ambiguous. It is in the 
law which governs Zion from many days gone 
never to return. It is like other parts of the code 
which teach us to reverence our “Spiritual pastors 
and masters.” Both are somewhat obsolete as 
interpreted by the light of the time when they 
were formulated. In this brand-new world we have 
no “spiritual masters” and none of other mark, 
and as for pastors, we respect those who lead in 
sweet meadows and by cool waters, but often have 
to deal in a wholly summary fashion with some 
who, having eaten of the loco weed, attempt to im- 
pose this wholly unspiritual food on those of us 
who are still sane. 

But praise the Lord, there is no Jehoiakim, son 
of Josiah, to reign over the modern Isracl as it 
is in these United States. Dr. Day has been vin- 
dicated and his accusers told bluntly to “go to.” 
The “roll of the prophecy” is not to be cut nor 
burned. The scribe Baruch is not to be tempted 
to take pen in hand a second time lest he should 
get down every word in the burned roll and “add 
thereto many like words.” We are to receive Dr. 
Day's report of the signs of the times as they

BAD ACTOR. 

Our old friend Castro is showing off again. 
The dictator of Venezuela is a variety artist, but 
his tricks are getting stale and it is time that he 
was firmly, not to say forcibly, removed from the 
stage and given a place among the spectators of 
the world’s drama. 

Castro has been playing a leading part for many 
years and very disgracefully. In other words he is 
a bad actor. But for the legacy in the shape of a 
policy which President Monroe left behind him, the 
Venezuelan would long ago have been chased be- 
hind the scenes by the soldiers of some European 
power whose financiers he has swindled by taking 
their money at the door and then refusing to go 
on with the whole show. Being unable to compel 
the carrying out of the entire performance or the 
withdrawal of the incompetent leading man, the 
European powers have naturally looked to Uncle 
Sam, who is a kind of unwilling director of the 
whole South American vaudeville programme, to 
insist on an improvement. Uncle Sam, however, 
is long-suffering and full of mercy toward the 
southern performers whom he shelters beneath his 
Monroe doctrine wing. 

But signs are not wanting that he is getting so 
thoroughly disgusted with Castro’s portrayal of 
his role that he is contemplating disciplining him. 
All the European powers, particularly France, 
Germany and Great Britain, would hugely rejoice 
were Uncle Sam to place Castro across his broad 
knee and administer stripes to him the while he 
made him see stars. There are ways and ways of 
impressing different people with the force of the 


That is what our government guarantees to all the 
watchmen, clerical and- lay, officers and privates, 
who watch over the destinies of “God's country.” 
Free speech for every man who speaks decently 
and rationally, freedom to print as well as speak, 
in book or ephemeral newspaper, any message any 
citizen thinks the spirit of inspiration puts into 
his mouth, to report any vision which seems to 
rise upon the eye from any point in all God's 
boundless heavens.

altogether burn and destroy the roll, and pitch the 
messenger and his message into outer darkness, 
with gnashing of teeth as well as lashing of tail. 

Dr. Day may take extreme views; but he is a 
man so righteous in spirit, so honest in intention, 
so intelligent of mind, that to silence him would 
be to curtail the right of free speech in a way so 
flagrant as to strike at the very foundation of our | 
institutions. When any “dignity,” lay or spiritual, 
in America, reaches a point that rational and de- 
cent criticism may not reach, we are in great dan- 
ger. 


BOSTON IDEA. 

Whoever is interested in the social uplift of 
those who get the worst end of life will watch 
with interest the new Boston idea to be put into 
practical form by the student of sociology from 
Chicago and the wife of the Boston millionaire. 

In a broad way we are told that “self-supporting 

settlements are to be established.” To this work 
$2,000,000 has been devoted and as much as $5,000,- 
000 is pledged. 
' What is the meaning of “self-supporting?” Are 
these “establishments” to be in the way of chari- 
table mimnistrations to look after individual cases 
of want on the Salvation Army plan? Or are they 
to be “self-supporting” in the sense of having en- 
dowments which will assure the carrying of the 
work along for years? 

There is always need of some provision to take 
care of those who are “down and out.” This is 
recognized to be a duty of the States or of the 
counties, and there is no civilized state where some 
kind of provision is not made for such cases, more 
or less ample in scope. 

It is probable that this Boston idea is to raise 
up those who are down by showing them how to 
stand alone, once set on their feet. If this is the 
purpose it is altogether commendable provided 
the practical details are such as are calculated to 
make the effort effective. Most of the misery of 
the world in this country comes in the last anal- 
ysis from ignorance. There are some millions of 
women at the heads of houses today who are not 
capable of decent housekeeping. They know not 
how to cook or sew, to keep a house clean or 
properly aired, the proper kind of food to provide 
or what is a well-balanced ration for any one of the 
three meals of the day. This lack of knowledge 
leads to waste so that the family bills are often 
twice as large as they should be. It leads to sick- 
ness in the family from food badly cooked of 
faultily proportioned, from lack of cleanliness or 
lack of air in the house. 

The institution that will replace this ignorance 
by knowledge of how to shop, how to cook, how to 
sew, how to proportion food, will give a great 
uplift to the life of millions. Instruction as to the 
different kinds of food to provide for a meal, the 
importance of ‘cleanliness in cooking, the value of 
plenty of fresh air in all parts of the house day 
and night, will save time wasted in sickness, and 
will save doctors’ bills and those for drugs. 

A careful study of success and failure on the 
part of the plain péople would lead to the con- 
clusion that knowledge of how to economize in 
the household expenses and how to keep the mem- 
bers of the family in such a condition of health 
to insure steady earning ability is the prime factor 
in this problem. 

And there is nothing degrading or weakening 
to the morale of the people in this way of giving 
an uplift. It is so unlike the doling out of prov- 
ender, which encourages idleness and thriftlessness 
and pauperizes the recipients of “charity.”

However, it only needs a few 
American guns to blow his reputation to smither- 
eens and it seems to be about time that they 
should be heard. Uncle Sam has always been 
patient with and kind toward the puffed-up rulers 
of the regions around the equator, many of whose 
queer actions may be laid to “a touch of the sun.” 
There comes a time, however, when patience is 
exhausted and kindness is a mistake. Such a period 
has now arrived and Castro should be “paddled.”
